American Business Men Optimistic 


Regarding Islands Commerce. 


ACTION OF CONGRESS 


LARGELY AWAITED 


Conjrcx.imnn Hull Thlnkn Granting of 


Franchises Would Facilitate Buni- 


noii Ucvelopment—Copper ond 


Gold Found in iHlnnda. 


(Correspondence of Associated Press.) 
MANILA, June -22.—About tho time 


this correspondence is published in the 
United State? civil government will have 
succeeded military- control throughout 
Uie Philippines. The 
islands • still ex- 


cepted from peaceful civil rule will bo 
few and remote. The only large ones, 
Mindoro, and Paragua, are.in n c|iiies- 
iiuent rather than a rebellions condition. 
According to all cuJcul&linnj, the sur- 
render or capture of Lucban and the be- 
ginning, nt least of the pacification of 
Siunar will have been accomplished with- 
in a fuw weeks, so that the-organization 
of municipal and provincial governments 
in more stubbornly insurgent Islands will 
not be much longer delayed. The inau- 
guration of the purely- civil government 
is expected to give a considerable impe- 
tus to business. Although the amend- 
ments attached 
by 
congress 
to 
the 


Spooner act prohibits granting of pub- 
lic franchises or disposals of public land 
and mining rights, and although no an- 
thoritv has been conferred for the or- 
ganization of corporations, still the in- 
dividual American business man is nat- 
urally optimistic over the prospects of 
the era of commercial success predicted 
for the near future. The war, while it 
caused a diversity in the provinces, has 
all along brought prosperity to Manila 
and the English. German und American 
business men have bf>cn am! arc making 
money. Now, with the coming of peace, 
trade with the provinces is beginning to 
boom and it is quite apparent that (he 
trade of Jlanila, Iloito and Ccbu with 
continental Asia is IfRtff'to greatly sur- 
pass the expectations of Americans in 
general. 
FRANCHISES SHOULD BE GRANTED. 


In a recent conversation with the As- 


sociated Press correspondent, Congress- 
man Hull of Towa,-*aid: 


"The business development 
of the 


.Philippines was si>t buck a year by con- 
gress' refusal to permit granting of fran- 
chises. The now congress must, of course 
nt its coining session, legislate for the is- 
lands, and if we are going (o insist that 
no franchises hi- granted for the pro- 
motion of largi- business enterprises, we 
virtually say that we are opposed, or 
at least indifferent, to the development 
of the Philippines." 


FUTURE IS PROMISING. 


Mr. Hull in common with a.11 the more 


intelligent Americans who come to the 
Philippines in these days believes that 
the future of the islands, of Manila in 
particular, 
is beginning with promise.

savage island of Mindanao as the scone

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Most of thn 
itne of the cabinet ttday wns spent in 
a discussion of the action of the treas- 
ury department in imposing a noiiiiter- 
•aling duty on certain Russian products, 
.ccretary Oagc explained in detail the 
action which- the department had taken 
and the cabinet unanimously approved 


what he had done. He was auLho-u- 


td to give out » statement to dear up 
he misunderstanding which exists and 
ater did so nt the treasury department. 


As a result of the consideration of 


,he entire matter by the cabinet Secre- 
,ary Hay will soon 
make 
representa- 


tions to the Russian jrovenimcnt fully 
explaining the attitude of this govern- 
nent and pointing out that Russia has 
acted hastily and under a misapprehen- 
sion of the facts in her position of retal- 
ation. The statement of the secretary 
of the treasury is substantially as fol- 
ows: 
: 


Secretary Gage called attention to the 


tariff act of July 24, 1897. known as the 
Dingley act, which among other things, 
provides that if there he imported into 
the United. Slates crude petroleum, pro- 
duced in any country which imposes a 
duty 'on petroleum or its products, ex- 
ported from the United States, there 
slmll in such cases be levied, paid and 
collected a duty upon said crude petrol- 
eum or its products so imported equal 
to the duty imposed by such country. 


This provision was embodied in a cir- 
ular issued to the officers of the cus- 
toms and dated April 21, 1SOS, to which 
was appended a schedule of 109 countries 
imposing ft duty on petroleum and its 
products. These. . countries 
included 


France, Germany, Austria-Hungary, Rus- 
sia, Spain and practically nil of the lend- 
ing countries of the world. 


So far as known in the treasury de- 


partment no importations of petroleum 
had been received into the United States 
until June IS, 1900. when an invoice of 
refined petroleum from England was re- 
ceived at Rochester. K Y., manufactur- 
ed from crude petroleum produced in 
Russia. The collector 
of customs 
at 


Rochester held that the refined article 
wns subject to duty as a production of 
Russia and assessed duty accordingly. 


Mo protest or objection, so far as the 


department knows, was received from 
any country against this notion and the 
matter was not again brought to the 
attention of the government until March 
9 of this year. On that date, the de- 
partment, relying to inquiries from the 
collector of customs at 'New York as to 
how he should ascertain the country of 
origin in the liquidation of duties on pe- 
troleum or its products arriving in this 
country, held that invoices of products 
of crude petroleum must he accompanied 
by n United States consular certificate 
showing the country ^Tiero the petrol 
eum wns produced. In the absence 
this certificate the liquidation wns to be 
suspended, and pending further informa- 
tion the rate of duties must be estimat- 
ed at the highest rate levied by any 
country on such petroleum. 


On this statement of facts the officials 


arc at a great loss to understand how 
Russia can feel aggrieved at the gov- 
ernment's action and inaugurate a sys- 
tem 
of discriminating antics 
against 


products of the United States in. conse- 
quence. It is hoped that Secretary Hny 
will be able to present the facts so llin-t

oke until hall past live this morning. 
When the train came in there were many 
people at the Nation who had waited 
anxiously all night for the belated news 
carrier from the deviated co.il regions 
of \Vcst Virginia. Among those 
wiio 


came in on this train und who had been 
in the storm was a prominent business 
man of Konnoke, several railroad men 
and a woman, and two children. They 
came direct to Koanoke from Vivian, 
and were compelled to walk n distance

CLOUDBURST AT VIVJAX. 


A railroad man who luis been working 


at Vivian told the Associated Pn-<.- that 
the rain started last Friday iiight and 
continued for some time ill moderation, 
but shortly after midnight the heaven- 
seemed to open and pour forth great 
volunmes of water. When the 
cloud- 


burst occurred over the town of Vivian 
there was a passenger ("in standing in 
the railroad yards. 
About forty passen- 


gers of whom three were women, were iu 
the cars. The water rose rapidly and 
soon was over the trucks, litmus and 
c&ra were being washed about before tho 
eye« of the frightened passengers. The 
Indies were too much frightened to '.ret 
into the water and w;'.de to safety und 
were placed on the tender of the engine 
where they were .-afc. Other portions 
of the railroad yards were washed out 
and a hundred box cars were wrecked. 
The house in which the section muster 
at Vivian lived was washed awny. A 
young son of the sec! ion master rode on 
driftwood for four miles and was then 
lodged in a tree from which lie was res- 
curd.

Hood waters struck the building and wns 
drowned. The rain ceased 
nbout 
nine 


o'clock 
Saturday morning. There 
has 


been no rain .-.ince that hour and the 
streams arc gradually 
falling. A 
big 


furniture store and 
a large clothing 


house were washed away at. Vivian as 
also were about a dozen small dwellings 
which were situated in the lower por- 
tion of the village, 


REPORTS FROM OTHER PLACES, 
Two dead bodies both colored men, were 
seen at Eckman and ihrce colored und 
one white corpse at Empire. 'Two iron 
bridges were washed away at VivittM and 
andother at Northfork Junction, 
and 


three persons arc reported to have been 
drowned nenr the latter place. All the 
bridges and trestle work has been wash- 
ed away on the Simmons river branch"of 
the Norfolk and Western system. All 
telegraph lines are down rind tracks arc 
badly washed out on this division.

MILWAUKEE, June 22.— Polities, like 


everything else, is beginning to feel the 
effects of the heated term. Most of the 
talk which is heard is specula live gos- 
sip among loungers in the cool lobby 
of the Pfistcr Hotel or the effervescence 
of irrepressible spirits out in the state, 
whose enthusiasm even the hot weather 
cannot wilt. Politicians when naked for 
information return the statement that 
it is too early to say just what will 
huppen, as there is so much time for 
people to change thoir minds. 


Whether the stalwarts will make ;i 


fight or not is still uncertain, though if 
they intend to enter the game for a. win- 
ning the time is none too long, for there 
is much to be done. One thing is certain 
which is that Judge Emil Baensch will 
not permit his name to be used to rally 
the hosts in opposition* to the renomina- 
tion of Governor La, Follette. 
Judge 


Badnsch was in Milwaukee a few days 
ago and while here let it be manifest, 
that he was in favor of a primary elec- 
tion law something on the lines of the 
Stevens bill. This puts him out of the 
line of .selection for a stalwart leader, as 
the fight, if made, will be based in a 
great measure on that bill. 


It has also been stated on authority 


since the name of Congressman Barney 
has been mentioned as a possible candi- 
date of the stalwarts that the congress- 
man would prefer to make a try for elec- 
tion as congressman in the new Sixth 
district. If this is true it would indi- 
cate that Mr. Barney 
does 
not look 


with favor on the plan for a right against 
the governor, or at least doubts its suc- 
cess. The Sixth district 
is hopelessly 


Democratic, and. should the congressman 
prefer a nomination for congress in that 
district to a try for a nomination for 
governor at the hands of the stalwarts, 
it is a very fair indication of what he 
thinks of the outcome of a fight for the 
gubernatorial nomination. 


In fact, one of the troubles of the stal- 


warts will be to find .available and suit- 
able gubernatorial timber that could be 
relied on in a fight. There are some stal- 
warts who think the trick can be turned 
provided the proper organization is had. 
But even this class admit thut it will 
take a better organization than was ever 
seen in Wisconsin to enable the stal- 
warts to wrest victory from the admin. 
istration. One reason for this is that 
Gov. La Follette today, has the best 
organization the state has ever seen. It 
is composed of active, young and ener- 
getic workers who are ready to respond 
to his call at any moment. 


To "go up against" such an outfit is 


something that would not only try the 
courage of the attacking party, but their 
staying qualities a-nd strategic abilities 
as well. Even if successful, there is the 
further question of election in the back- 
ground. It is claimed that 'if the stal- 
warts had an organization which would 
enable them to oust the governor from 
a second term they would be strong 
enough to elect the man they nominated.

Prince. Edwards,, the nogrc- accused of 
killing -Foster, will never be captured, 
the, roob determined to act without.furth- 
er delay. 


Smith confessed just before he was 


lynched that he loaded the gun with 
which Foster wan killed. 


Many le-tteds of Inceudmry tenor writ- 


ten by Smith and his fellows were found. 
Indications of conspiracies against Chief 
LaJ<o of the. Shreveport police, Foster 
and others, ran 
through 
the- missives 


wild, in connection with the minutes of 
A meet-ing of the ''Church of the Living 
God" of which .Smith was th\; heat!, pre- 
cipitated the lynching.

Mr. Gillett was evidently delirious from 
drink, and he did not place much cre- 
dence in what he said, in fact he did not 
consider the man accountable in his con- 
dition. MY. Gillett also told two other* 
the same story, that is thai he had been 
poisoned.

Smith. Julius StetTen and M. C. Hanson, 
brought in a verdict that deceased died 
of heart trouble.
